No. ' 187JTC(PN)/71,—The terms and conditions governing the iSiii-.nce of import 
licences under the French Credit, 1971-72. applicable to non-project imports both in the 
private ,.nd Public Sectors and project imports in the public sector only, as given in 
AppendiA to this Public Notice are notified for the information of the trade. 

Appendix 

LICENSING CONDITIONS UNDER THF- FRENCH CREDIT, 1971-72 

Applicable to non-project imports both in the private and public sectors and Projects in 

the Public Sector only_ 

1. Import Licence.—The import licence will be issued with an initial validity period 
of twelve months. 
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2. Orders.—Firm orders must placed on the French suppliers and contract concluded 
with them should reach the Department of Economic Affairs (WE-I Section, Room No. 
270, North Block) Central Secretariat. New Delhi, within four months of issue of the 
licence. If necessary, the licence rnuy be presented to the CCI & E/ JCCl & E for revali- 
dation for ordering, etc., giving reasons why contracting could not be completed within 
four months. The request would be considered on merits in consultation with the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs and if accepted, the licence will be revaUdated for ordering 
for a further period of three months, 

3. The contract should be on a C.I.F. or C & F basis. It should clearly Indicate the 
value of the goods In French francs showing FOB price, freight and insurance separately. 
The value should be reckoned at present at the parity rate of one French franc—Rs. 1.35. 
This rate is subject to revision if and when the IMF exchange rate undergoes a change. 


«4, Value limits for orders.—The value of each contract for heavy industrial projects 
and projects for heavy equipment should not be less than French Francs 5 million (Rs. 
67.50 lakhs). However in respect of contracts for other capital goods, the minimum 
value of the order should be French Franc 200,000 (Rs, 2.70 lakhs). Minimum amount 
of orders for fertilizers should be French francs 500,000 (Rs. 6,75 lakhs) and for all 
other orders, French Francs fifty thousand (Rs. 67,500). 


5. Orlgln.~The goods should be of French origin, If any part thereof is of non-French 
origin or is to be purchased from countries other than France, prior approval should be 
obtained. 


6 Down payments.—Provision for any payments to be made either on contracting, ot 
at any stage prior to delivery, may be made in the contract for an amount as inay be 
mutually agreed between this buyers and the sellers in accordance with the normal m - 
national commercial practice in regard to this matter for the ?h«*nfice 

concerned. However, a provision could be made for an advance of 5 per cent of the pri 
of the supplies payable at the time of contract coming into efifect. 


Where an amount higher than 5 per cent is to be provided for payment as an advance, 
prior approval of the Government of India should be obtained with full justification before 
any commitments are made, 

7. Other payments.—(i) In respect of contracts for Industrial projects, it is permissible 
to restrict the payments to the suppliers to two stages viz., the down payment on the 
contract becoming affective and the balance at the time of last shipment of equipment, or 
at (he completion of erection or when the plant is ready to start, according to the type 
of the Project. Depending again on the type of project, the payment fc r contracts for 
industrial projects may also be provided as for the commodities, referred to in (ii) below. 

(ii) As regards consumer goods or commodities such as light equipment, spares, compo¬ 
nents, chemicals, fertilizers and raw materials, the payment of the balance of the amount 
will be accoiding to the shipping schedule. 

8. Text of the Contract.—The terms and conditions set out bejow should intcr-alio, 
be provided for 'n the contract suitably to make them eligible for being financed under 
the French Credit:— 

(i) That the contract is snbicct to the approval of the Indian and French authorities 
concerned for financing under the French Credit in terms of the Indo-French 
Financial Protocol, according to which the French Credit would be a combi¬ 
nation of a French Treasury loan and a Buyer’s credit from both of which 
each contract would be financed equally. 

(H) That the suppliers, or their banks, would upto the first 50 per cent of the value 
of the contract be paid from the French Treasury Loan and for the remain¬ 
ing 50 per cent would be paid from the Buyer’s Credit. 

(ill) That the suppliers should present the payment documents prescribed in each 
contract, an illustrative li.st of which is furnished in Annexure I, in quadrupli¬ 
cate (this may be increased if the importer needs more than on set) to the 
Banque Nationale do Paris 16, boulevard dcs Italians, Paris 9e, or the Banque 
Francaise du Commerce Fxtcricur, 21, boulevard Hussmann, Paris (9 erne), 
as the case may be, which would arrange for making the necessary payment 
Itself, or through any other agency in France. 
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Ov) That the contract value is broken down into FOB, cost, freight and insurance, 
separately. 


fv) That the terms of payment, i.e., payment to be made upon the contract becom¬ 
ing effective, as and when ^ipments take place, or as and when services 
are completed, are set out in precise terms with details showing the schedules 
off ’deliveries and pajmients. 


9 . Cnrtomary Guarantee.—-The importer may arrange for obtaining any customary 
8iiataiitee(s) which may Be necessary for safeguarding his interest. 


10. Snhmtsslon of documents.—^Within a fortnight of the 
intpotUtr should send the following documents:^—

(ii) 10 certified copies of the Agreement. In case, the Agreement consists of order 

and the letter of acceptance, or a further amendment or amendments, then 
10 certified copies of each should bo forwarded. 

(iii) Bank Guarantee as in the form at Annexure III (for private importers only). 

Such a bank Guarantee should be obtained fiom a Schedule Bank authorized 
to deal in foreign exchange. 


These documents should be forwarded to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs. WE-1 Seciioo, 'North Block, New Delhi. 


11. Noflficaflon:—If the contract is eligible for financing under the French Credit and 
all the documents, including the Bunk Guarantee, are in order, the Ministry of Finance 
{Department of Economic Attain) will notify in to the Counsellor for Economic Affairs, 
Embassy of France, New Delhi. 


12. The contract win be deemed to have become effective 20 days after such notifica- 
fkm provided no objection is raised by the Embassy of France within that period. 

13, Remlttences.—No remittances from India are permirsiblo under the import licence 
under the French Credit except in terms of condition 1.5 infra. 


14. Payments to the suppliers from the French Treasury loan and the Buyer’s credit 
wM be made through Banque Nationale de Paris or the Banque Francaise du Commerce 
Exteriour, or any other agency in France, on the basis of Icters of instructions issued 
by lb© Controller of Aid Accounts, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance. 

15(1) Immediately after payments have been effected. In accordance with the letter of 
inatnictkin referred to above, the original set of documents (negotiable), alongwith details of 
bank charges (l/8th of one per cent documentation charges plus tax @ 17.60 per cent 
thereon) and expenses for actual postage charges, will be sent by Banque Nationale de 
Parti or the Banqne Francaise du Commerce Exteriour as the case may be to:— 

(i) the importer’s Bank in India, which has provided the Bank Guarantee (vide 

condition 10 supra) in the case of importers In the private sector; or 

(ii) to the norminated branch of the State Bank of India or of any one of the fourteen 

nationalised banks, in the case of Public Sector Undertaking; or 

(fii) to the importers direct in the case of the Departments of Central and State 

Governments, including State Electricity Boards. 

In accordance with the instruction incorporated in the letters of instructions issued by 
the Ministry of Finance. 

15(2). The Bank charges will be remitted directly by the Indian Banks within a week 
from the date of receiving the intimation from the Banque Nationale de Pans or the 
Banque Francaise du Commerce Exterieurs, as the case may be. 'Necessary rupees will 
be collected by the Indian Banks from the Indian Importers, In addition to the amounts 
ceqmred under (heir guarantee vide condition lO(iii) supra. 
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15(3). In respect of Central and State Governments and the State Electricity Boards,, 
me remittances will be arranged by the Controller of Aid Accounts, Ministry of Finance^ 
Department of Economic Affairs, by debit to the authority concerned. For this purpose 
tho.se authorities should intimate the charges promptly to the Controller of Aid Accounts. 

15(4), Within a maximum period of ten days of the receipt of these documents, the 
Bank, which has issued the Bank guarantee, or the nominated branch of the State Bank 
of India or of the fourteen nationalised banks will arrange to deposit for credit to 
Government account the rupee equivalents of the payments made to the foreign suppliers,, 
as indicated in the invoice together with commission and incidental charges @ 1 per cent 
lid valorem on the payments made to the suppliers. In addiion, interest at ft per cent per 
annum. For the actual period between the date of payment to the foreign suppliers and 
the date of deposit of rupee equivalent shall also be paid into the Government account. 
The rupee equivalents will be calculated at the composit rate of One French Frac—Rs. 
1.364. This rate is subject to revision if and when the IMF parity rate of exchange 
undergoes a change. 

15(5). It will be the responsibility of the Indian Bank to arrange for the deposit of 
these amounts before the original documents are handed over to the importer. 


15(6). In respect of imports made by the Departments of Central and State Govern¬ 
ments (including State Electricify Board.s) the documents will be sent direct to the 
importers who will ensure that their respective Accounts Officers promptly accept thr 
debits as and when raised by A.G.C.R.. on the basis of advices issued by the Ministry of 
Finance. The procedure of making cash deposit will not apply in their case. 


16(7). Deposits may be made either at the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi or 
the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi-ft or remitted by means of a demand' 
draft from the local branch of the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi-6 for 
credit to the Central Crovernment account in terms of Import Trade Control Public Notice 
No. 233-ITC(PN) /fi8. dated the 24th October, 1968. The chalan. Inter alia, should iifdi- 
cate, the amount of foreign exchange, the composite rate applied, and the date on which 
the supplier was paid about and the date of rupee deposit. The principal amount 
and the interest payment at 6 per cent should be shown separately. The demand draft should 
be sent direct to State Bank of India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi-6 with Treasury Challan 
(dully filled in and signed by remitter) in quadruplicate. The Head of Account to be 
credited is T-Dcposlts and Advances Part II—Deposits not bearing interest deposit 
Accounts—Departmental and Judicial Deposits—Civil Deposits—Deposits for purchases 
abroad under Direct payment procedure as applicable t^o

One copy of the challan from the Reserve Bank of India or the State Bank of 
India, or intimation regarding the furnishing of Demand Draft to State Bank of India, 
Tis Hazari Branch.

Parliament Street, New Delhl-1.
